culiarly dangerous during the opening 
months of winter. With the first frosts 
a very u arked increase takes plane in 
the number of eases and during this 
cold, damp weather extra precaution 
should he taken.

egress for them. The proper ventilation 
of rooms is therefore an important factor 
in guarding against pneumonia, one 
however, which is too often overlooked. 

Lack of personal hygiene is the chief 
predisposing cause of the disease. Ir- 
regular hours, insufficient I 
dyspepsia, excesiive fatigi 
disease which has lowered the general 
tone of the system, all weaken the pow- 
er of resisting the pneumonic germ.

Judge Allison, of Nashville, Murder- 
ed By the Clerk of His 
Conrt. 

Nashville, Nov. 14.— Chancellor An- 
drew Allison, of this city, was shot and 
nstantly killed this afternoon in a corri- 
der of the court-house by (ieorgo K. 
Whitworth, for six years past tho clerk 
aud mart.T of the court. Whitworth 
then shot and fatally woundc 1 himself. 
Chancellor Allison's son, Granville Alli- 
son, was appointed a few days ago to 
succeed Whitworth aaclerk to-morrow. 

Whitworth accosted Chancellor Alii- 

n, and when the latter turned partly 
around Whitworth fired the contents of 

double barreled shotgun into his face 
and breast Chancellor Allison died in- 
stantly. Whitworth then drew a pistol 
from his pocket and shot himself twice 

i the breast. 

Judge Allison was one of the leading 
jurists of the state, and served us chan- 
cellor tor two or thiee terms.

The charge 
tore off a part of the Marshal's overcoat 
and entered the'stomach of Blake Rob- 
ertson, aged eighteen yean, son of the 
late ex-Congressman Thomas A. Robert- 
son, who stood on the sidewalk as a 
spectator of the parade. 

Marahal Neighbore drew bis rev, 
and fired at Wilson, wounding hit 
the arm. The parade was broken 
the negroes scattering in every dine 
Attention was then directed to young 
Robertson.

The hot-headed Marshal 
was quickly overpower, d and the' hear- 
ing of Wilson adjourned till to-morrow. 
Then attention was directed to Manhal 
Neighbors. He was fined #50 for at- 
tempting to kill the prisoner while in 
the custody of the court. 

The body of young Robertson was 
taken to-day to the residence of his uncle 
Mr. 8. H. Bush. Funeral services will 
be held there to-morrow and the body 
taken to Hodgenville for burial beside 
that of his father. 

Wilson is in jail. There was consid- 
erable excitement over the tragedy this 
morning, but it has been quieted and 
no further trouble is expected.— Courier 
Journal.

Governor Flower, of New York, will 
allow electrical experts to try to resns- 
ciatate the next prisoner who is electro- 
cuted. Ever since the adoption of the 
electrical execution act by the state, the 
Westinghouse people, whose dynamos 
are used, have declared that electricity 
was not the cause of death, but that 
death was assured by the holding of an 
autopsy directly after the body had btsn
